The a r re s t of young J a m e s W illiam s 
in G e tty sb u rg on M onday prom ised 
to clear up only a trivial th e ft, but 
a confession received from him in the 
A dam s C ounty jail d u rin g th e a f te r ­ 
noon gave d ata which will likely solve 
the loss of tw en ty or th irty au to m o ­ 
biles which disap p eared in Philadel­ 
phia fo r some m onths pant. 
W illiam s 
was taken into custody by S erg ean t 
C am pbell of 
the 
S ta te 
Police 
and 
C ounty D etective Wilson. 
He is a lad who has done tim e in 
the H untingdon R efo rm ato ry , being 
sent th e re from Luzerne C ounty. He 
has been out on parole and was w ork­ 
ing on the fa rm of W\ W. Wood, be­ 
tw een A rendtsville and Seven S tars. 
On M onday m orning tw o cases of 
sam ples w ere rem oved in broad d ay ­ 
light from the autom obile of a Mr. 
Colvin, of V erm ont, who was tra v e l­ 
ing th ro u g h th is section selling fe rti­ 
lizers. 
The m achine was stan d in g on 
C h am b ersb u rg 
stre e t 
and 
th e 
lad 
calm ly picked out the luggage and 
w alked aw ay with it. 
The th eft wan 
discovered shortly a fte rw a rd and th e 
S tate Police, who had noted the boy 
in tow n, soon picked him up. 
A t first he denied his guilt but soon 
adm itted it.

C o rp o ral J. J. A gate, w ho lid much 
good in Cham bersburg in the early 
days of the war by the vivid stories 
he told of life a t the front, spent 
S u n d ay night in jail, h av in g been 
picked up by the C h a m b e rsb u rg po­ 
lice on the charge of d esertin g from 
the Canadian arm y. 
He is now in 
the U nited S tates arm y and has the 
rank of a sergeant. He is stationed a t 
Camp G reene, 
a t C harlotte, 
N orth 
Carolina, and is in C h am b ersb u rg on 
furlough, visitin g his wife and child­ 
ren. 
His furlough has the nam e of 
J. J. H agat. 
This he explains by s a y ­ 
ing th a t when he enlisted the rec ru it­ 
ing, officer made a m istake and he did 
not correct it at th e tim e. 
T he police picked up 
A g ate 
or 
H agat on inform ation from a U nited 
S ta tes em igration departm ent officer. 
H e was there som e m onths ago look­ 
in g for A gate. 
He stated that he h ad 
got him at Jersey C ity, but that A g ate 
had slipped aw ay from him. 
The offi­ 
cer a t that tim e left instructions to 
hold A gate, if he w ent to Cham bers­ 
burg. 
Far that reason the police a c t­ 
ed, and A g a te seem ed to know what 
he w as wanted for.

“ The Archies, 18 pounders, and m a ­ 
chine guns were so busy and received 
him so cordially th a t old Fritzie had 
the tim e of his life dodging about to 
save his scalp and didn’t linger long 
enough to became intim ate. 
“ A t our last cam p the Boche bom b­ 
ed us one n ig h t but luckily no one 
wa* hurt. 
It was one of those b eau ­ 
tifu l’ m oonlight nights th a t everyone 
raves about and thinks it is shining 
for his or h er happiness.
